From tbe historical facts in reference to 
emend ments to tbe Constitution which we gave 
seeterday, no man of ordinary intelligence can 
doubt as to the fact that the Constitutional 
Ao.oj 'ment ab-li riling slavery throughout, the 
United States has not yet become a part of the 
organic law of the land, and is not set, there- 
fore, b'rding upon the citizens of this or any 
other State, and will not be until it is so declared 
iu some < ffldal manner by the Government, or 
s xt?e prof-er representative of it at Washing- 
ton. Until this is done, neither the courts nor 
an* military i flioers can take any knowledge of 
it, or legally attempt in any manner to enforce 
it. If tbet do so, their acts will be sheer usorpa- 
tiuns, neither mere cor les*, and they will be 
rtfpr n.-ible accordingly. 

It is known pretty extensively that we are in 
fi.y.-r of this amendment to the Constitnti >u, 
that we have advocated it with all our power in 
order to put the vex- d question of slavery agi- 
UUcn. which has so long aud so biUeriy cursed 
the country, forever at rest; but we strongly 
prt tea against any ur authorized assumptions 
at to its EQt-cese before that has been announced 
by tbe Government or any acts bare , upon each 
osfnmptions either by our courts or military 
nutl r.rlUe6 Such # sumptions have co warrant 
ic law or in the spirit of onr institutions. They 
are dangerous innovations, and jeopard public 
liberty; and are besides wholly unnecessary. 
There is no peculiar emergency, not heretofore 
existing, to call, or to give the least pretext of 
excuse, for tbe exercise of such arbitrary and 
extra judicial powers. Such attempts should 
l * sic lily met and rebuked. We arraign them 
as ti igrant and high-handed assaults upon the 
li terries of the country, the more inexcusable 
in coneeqaence of tbe ewtlre absence of every, 
thing like what is usually put forth In justifies- 
lion of aihitrary power— necessity. 

Trial of James Harvey Wells.— Tbe trial 
cf J me* Harvey Wells, alias William Henry, 
was cr mmenccd before the Military Commis- 
ti a in this city yesterday. He is charged with 
murder and guerrilLring. Under the charge of 
mnrdcr, Welle is accused of killing a Mi. Hale, 
cf Trimble county, on tbe (*t nf April, 1863, 
snd a Lcgro man named Ned Gray at or about 
tbe reine lime. He is also charged with shoot- 
ing, w ith intent to kill, Mr. G. D Dickon, on 
tbe 15th of August last The bouse of Mr 
Dk ken was visited by Welle and others on the 
14th of August, when thev stole s horse from 
the premises, snd the party being hotly pursued 
We Is took refuge in a barn loft near by. He 
was besieged the next day by Mr. D.cken aud 
s me of LU friends, and Welts fired into the 
party, wounding Mr. D. so that his h-ft arm was 
p'dtaod. Tbe acts of gnerrillahm for which 
Wells is to be tried have been committed since 
tbe lei uiination cf tbe war. The accused is 
cef ceded by General W. T. Ward and Colonel 
G. C Wharton. Major-Gcueral Hartrauft is 
I ‘resident of the Commission. Tbe cose will be 
continued this morning.

— Tbe War 
Department computes the number of deaths in 
tbe Union armies since tbe commencement of 
tbe war at 350,000, and of tbe Soatbern soldiers 
at 225.000, making at least 525,000 lives that 
heve been lost, a part of the coetly price paid 
f:<r the defense of the nation’s life. At Gettys- 
burg, 23,000 Union soldiers were killed, wound- 
ed, or taken prisoners — onr greatest loss daring 
one campaign. Gen. Grant’s losses, from the 
t me he aosaed tbe Rapid Ann until Lre s surren- 
der, were about 90 000 Great as were onr losses, 
they were far below those incurred in European 
wars, owing to onr superior medical and sani- 
tary arrangements, and the care of the Govern* 
men for it* troope.

The road, franchises, and property wete sold 
in & pt ember, I86L l oder .the reorganization 
alter the sale of the road there is admitted now 
a stack interest of about *550.000. The road 
and rolling stock are veined at #1,000,000 
There k a debt of §150,000 due from the road 
to the State of Texas (first mortgage), and 
shorn #60 000 floating, debt. At present about 
eleven miles of road are needed to construct 
the road to Shreveport. 

We are glad to observe that the interests of the 
Southern Pacific road are being in trod a col to 
the consideration of Congress. On Monday 
test, in the Senate. Mr. Brown, of Missouri, 
presented a bill to grant land for aiding the con- 
struction of the road through Arkansas and 
Misernri. The bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on the Pacific Railroad, and we hope it 
will at sn early date meet the approval of both 
branches of Congress.

The rendition of the country for the last five 
i ears has precluded the possibility of commu- 
nication between man* of von and the office of 
thk company. One event, however, transpired 
at a eufticiet tlv remote date to have come to 
vonr know'. edge It was the sale of the road, 
franchises, and property belonging to the cor- 
poration. on the 3d day cf September, 1861. by 
the Sheriff of Harrison countv, under execu- 
tions obtained in 1869 and ’60. Bv virtue of 
that sate the stock of all was lost, and the pur- 
chaser* became the company and sole owners 
of the road and chartered rights. * 

Many months previous to the sale, a pollcv 
was adopted by the compenv (now s fid out) to 
meet itr liabilities. On the 25th dev of Novem- 
ber. 1858, at a meeting of the stockholders, held 
in Louisville, a loan of fiftv cents on each share 
of five dollars of stock was called for. and at a 
subsequent meeting of stockholder*. MW hi the 
sa me city op~th* I »Mi day of March, 18CI aloan, 
w RCTTOrmal subscription of one dollar per 
share of five dollars, reduced stock, was called 
for. 

The stockholder* failed to relieve the liabili- 
ties of the company, and prevent its sale A 
portion of them, however, who had promptly 
met these calls, desiring to maintain their in- 
tereBs. became the purchaser* and owners of 
the enterprise. The present company was thus 
organized, and adopted the policv of the aold- 
out company, but reserved the right of reject- 
ing all stock for which a valuable consideration 
had not been paid to the company. It is now 
required that all applications for recognition 
of stock must be made at the oflflee of the com 
peny. In Marshall, by the 1st dav of April, 1866t | 
or be forever barred. The applications mas ( 
be accompanied bv the original stock certifl- j 
cates, by the fifty cent call on each sham of 
five dollars, if not alreadv made (the original 
chares undergoing a reduction of one half), 
and a farther payment, or additional subscrip- 
tion of one dollar on each share remaining after 
the redaction. 

The following rule established Or the pres*nt 
company will be obtervtd in the reissue of 
•tori: 

“The capital stock of the company shall be 
divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each, and each share of stock shall be issued at 

its par value.” 

It will thus be seen that tt will require twenty 
shares of the five per cent stock to entitle the 
holder thereof to one share of stock of one 
hundred dcllare in the present compeu*.

OPERATIONS OF THE ARMY. 

ABSTRACT OF GENERAL GRANT’S OFFICIAL 
Hr PORT— ' THE LAS* DAYS OF THE RF.BVL- 
THE OPERA 1 IONS AGAINST RICHMOND, 
ATLANTA. a,\I) IS THE VALLEY. 

General Grant’a report of the armv opera- 
tions while under his command aa L'eateatnt- 
General tills lortv-four cluselv-prinied pa^ea in 
pamphlet. The document oreas with 
ora. grant's idea of fighting. 

‘ From an earlv period in the rebellion I be- 
came impressed with the idea that active and 
ccntinu' na operations of all the tro ipt that 
could be brought Into the field, regardless of the 
season and weather, were neeessarv to a speedv 
termination of the war. The resource* of the 
enemy and hte numerical strength were far in- 
ferior to ours, but as an offset to this we had a 
vast territory, with a population hostile to the 
Government, to garrison, and long lines of 
river and railroad communications to protect, 
to enable ns to supplv the operating armies. 

• The armies in the Erst and West acted inda- 
pendent)*, and without concert, like a balky 
team, no two ever pulling together, enabling 
the enemy to use this great advantage on his 
irterior lines of communication for transport- 
ing troops from east to west, re enforcing the 
army when most vigorously pressed, aud to 
fnriongb large numbers during seasons of inac- 
tivity on tnr part, to go to their homes and do 
the work of producing for the support of their 
armies. It was a question whether our numer- 
ical strength and resources were not more th in 
balanced by these advantages and the encmv’e 
euperior position. 

“From the first I was firmly of the conviction 
that no peace could be hod that would be stable 
and conducive to the happiness of the people, 
both North and South, until the militarv power 
t- f the reb< lli n n was entirely broken. I there- 
to te de'erenined to nse the greatest number cf 
tror pa practicable ac-airst the armed force of 
the enemy, preventing him from using the 
same force at different seasons against first one 
| and then another of oar armies, and the p vssi- 
bilily of repose for refitting and producing nec- 
tsearv supplies for carrying on resistance; 
fecotdlv. to hammer continuously against the 
armed forces of the enemv and his recourses, 
until by mere attrition, if in no other wav, 
there should be nothing left to him but an 
rqnal submission wiih the local section of our 
common country to the Constitution and laws 
of the land. 

"Tbess views have been kept constantlv in 
mind, and orders given and campaigns made to 
carry them ont. Whether they might have been 
bettered in conception a^d execution Is for the 
people who mourn the low of friends fallen, and 
who have to pay the pecuniary cost, te aay. All 
that I wre Is. tbit wb«t f have done has been 
dene conscientiously, to the best of mv ability, 
and in what I considered to be for the bast in- 
terests of the whole country.” 

The report proceeds to state the con li lion of 
affair*, with the position and relative strength 
of the Ftderal and rebel armies The armies ol 
Lee aDd Johnston, with the territory defended 
by the m respective]*, arc stated to have been the 
main objective points of the campaign. 

THK CAMPAIGN OF 1864. 

Tbe general in-tructions to his subordinate 
commanders are next given: 

“General Sherman was instructed to move 
against Johnston’s armv. to break it np, and 
go into the interior of the enemy’s country as 
far as he coaid, inflicting all possible damage 
upon their war resources. If the enemy in his 
troct showed signs of joining Lee. to follow 
him np to the full extent of bis abilitv, while I 
would prevent the concentration of Lse upon 
him, if it was in the power of tbe Ai-my of the 
Potr mac to do so. More specific instructions 
were not given, for the reason that I had talked 
over with General Sherman the plans of the 
campaign, and was satisfied that he understood 
and would execute them to the fullest extent 
possible.’- 

Tbe instructions to General Banks are sub- 
stantially as stated by that officer in his official 
report 

General Meade was inslracted that Lee s armv 
would be his objective point; that wherever 
Lee went he was to go also. Butler was di- 
rected to concentrate not less than 20,000 ef- 
fective men to operate on the south bank of the 
James, having Richmond for his objective. 
Generals Gilmore and W. F. 8mith were or- 
dered to report to him, and he was directed to 
occupy City Point with as much force as possi- 
ble, and fortify ther$ to await farther instruc- 
tions. Tbe letter concludes: 

“Tbe fact that has alrtaly been stated, that 
te. that Richmond is your objective point, aad 
'hat there is to be co operation between your 
force and the army of the Potomac, muu be 
your guide. This Indicates the necessity of 
tonr holding close to the south bank of the 
James river, as you advance. Tnen, should 
the enemy be forced into bis intrenchmoms in 
Richmond, the Army of the Potomac would fol- 
low, and. by means of transports, the two ar- 
mies would become a unit.” 

General Meade was left, as far a* possible, in 
commar d of the Army of the Potomac, Gen- 
eral Grant’s instructions to that army being all | 
ihrc ugh him, and general in their nature. His 
conduct U declared to have been always Eatis- 

facton-. 

The report proceeds to narrate the move- ! 
ments of the Armies of the Potomac and the 
James, giving general and brief descriptions of 
tbe progress from the Wilflemees to Cold Har- 
bor. 

“After the battle of the Wilderness,’' says the 
General, ‘it was evident that the enemy 
deemed it of tbe first importance to run no 
rteks with the armv he then hod He acted 
steadily on the defensive behind breastworks 
( r folly on tbe offensive immediately In front of 
them, and when, in Vase of repulse, he would 
easilv retire behind them. Without a greater 
sacrifice of lire than I was willing to make ail 
could not be arc mplished that I had designed 
north of Richmond. I therefore det-rmined to 
continue to bold substantially tbe ground we 
then occupied, taking advantage of any favor- 
able circumstances that might present them- 
t elves, until the cavalry could be sent to Char- 
lottesville to effectually break up the railroad 
coxnmunicaii'n between Richmond and the 
Sbenatdoah Valley and Lynchburg; and, when 
the cavalry got well off. to move the army to 
tbe south side of the James river, by the ene- 
my's flank, where I felt I could cut off oil hL 
sources of supply except by the canal ” 

How this was effected is next explained, the 
operations of Sigel (who was relieved at Gan 
Grant’s request) and of Hunter, in the Valle*, 
are alluded to, and the narrative br jught down 
to tbe 

SIEGK OF PETERSBURG. 

Operations in front of this place are detailed 
at some length, but no material facts, so far a* 
we observe, are added to onr history of that 
campaign. Of the unfortunate explosion of the 
mire, the report says: 

‘ On the mouing of the 30th of July, between 
4 and 5 o'clock, the mine was spruag, blowing 
nt a battery and mo-t of a regiment, and the 
advance of the assaulting co'utnn. formed ot 
• he 9tb corps, immediately took possession of 
tbe crater made by the explosion and the line 
U r ac me distance to the right and left Of it. 
and a detached line in front of it, but for soae 
cause failed to advance promptly to the ridge 
liejond. H-d they done this. I have everv rea- 
son to believe that Petersburg would have 
fallen. Other troops were immediately pushed 
f rw&rd, but the time cousumed in getting 
them up enabled the enemy to rally from hi* 
surprise, which had been complete, aad get 
forces to this point for its defeuse. The cap- 
tured line thus held being untenable, and of no 
advantage to us. tbe troops were withdrawn, 
bat not without heavy loss. Thus terminated 
in a dlsaste- what promise! to be the most suc- 
cessful assault of the campaign.” 

THE RKBFL ADVANCE ON WASHINGTON. 

An account of the rebel invasion of Maryland, 
under Early, and tbe subsequent advance upon 
Washington, is next given. Sheridan was oraer- 
rd to take commard of the force* operating 
against Early, with orders to seize forage, pro- 
visions, and stores necessary lor the u*e of his 
army in the Bhenandoah Valley, and to con- 
sume or cestroy such ns could not be used, but 
to spare tbe houses of the people An account 
of Bl.eridan’s operations in me Valley, highlv 
complimentary to that officer, te then given 
Ol Sheridan, Grant sacs: 

‘ Fearing to telogreph the order for an attack 
without knowing more than I did of Gen Sher- 
idan’s feelings a* to wbat would be the proba- 
ble result. I left City Point on the 15tn of 8-p- 
terober, to visit him at hte headquarters to d<- 
ride after conference with him what should be 
done. I met h>m at Caariestou, be pointed out 
sodiatinitiy how each armv lay. what be conid 
do tbe moment he was authorized, and ex 
pruaed suet confidence ot success, that I saw 
there were trot two Words of Instruction neces 
t- ity “go in.” For the convenience of forage, 
t re p am* for supplying the army were kept at 
Il»r erV Ferry. I asked him if he coni 1 gel 
cut hte teem* and supplies in time to make an 
attack on the ensuing Tuesday morning, hi* 
time; and I uuv here add that the result was 
fucb that I hate never since deemed it necee- 
t-at v to visit Genet al Sueridau before giving him 
orifeia ”

TOE OOfR DE GRACE OF THE REBELLION. 

On the 24ih of March, 1865, instructions were 
givenfio Generals Meade. Ord, and Shrridau for 
the operations which led to the captu eof Rich- 
mond, which were in substance that General 
Sheridan should move an the 29th. with all the 
cavalry and one division of infantry, against the 
8 ’utbt-ide and Danville railroads, the whole ar- 
my following to tbe left for the double purpose 
of turning the enemy out of bis defenses in 
f t ont of Petersburg, and of supporting Geueral 
Sheridan in hte attack on the railroad, the in- 
structions conclude as follows: 

“Tbe enemy may, as an only chance, strip 
tis lines to the merest skeleton." in the hope ot 
advantage not being taken of it. whilst thev 
hnrl everything against tbe moving cotarau, 
aDd return, it cannot be impressed 'oo strong 
ly upon commanders of troops left in the 
tu-nches not to allow this to occur without 
taking advantage of it. Tbe verv fact of the 
i nemy coming out to attack, if he doas so, m w 
te regarded as almost conclusive evideoc- of 
such a weakening of hte lines. I would h we it 
particularly enjoined upon corps commander* 
that. In care of an attack *mm the enemv. ttrw- 
not attacted aie not lo walk for orders f. om the 



commar.dirg officer of the army to which thev 
belong, bnt that thev will move promptly, and 

inform tbe commander of their action. I would 
also enjoin the same action on the part of divis- 
ion commanders when other parts of their corps 
are engaged. In like manner, I would urge 
the importance of following up a repulse of the 
enemy. (Signed) U. 8. GRANT. 

“Lieutenant-General.” 

The eremv’s disastrous attack on Fort Stead- 
man took place on the 25th. The situation 
was then as follows: 

“General Shetman, having got hte troops all 
quietly in camp about Goldsboro, and hte prep- 
arations for furntebtng supplies to them per- 
fected, visited me at City Point on the 27th of 
March, and stated that hewonld ba ready to 
move, as he had previously written me, bv the 
10th of April, fully equipped and rationed for 
twenty days, if it shonld become necessary to 
bring his command to bear against Lee’s army, 
in co-operation with our forces in front of Rich- 
mond and Petersburg. General 8herman pro- 
posed^dn this move, to threaten Raleigh, and 
then, by turning suddenly to the right, reach 
the Roanoke at Gaston or thereabouts, whence 
be could move on to the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad, striking it in the vicinity of 
Bnrkesville, or join tht armies operating against 
Richmond, as might be deemed be*. This nlan 
he was directed to carry into execution, if he 
received no farther direction in the meantime. 
I explained to him the movement I had ordered 
to commence on the 29th of March. That, if it 
should not prove ss entirely successful as I had 
hoped, I would cut the cavalry loose to destroy 
the Danville and Southsidc railroads, ^■Mhus 
deprive' the enemy of further supplies,’ 
prevent the rapid concentration of LeeT aud 
Johnston’s armies. 

“I had spent days of anxiety lest each morn- 
ing shonld bring the report that the enemy had 
retreated the night before. I was firmly con- 
vinced that Sherman’s crossing the Roanoke 
would be the signal for Lee to leave. With 
Johnson and him combined, a long, tedious, 
and expensive campaign, consuming most of 
tie summer, might become necessary. By 
moving out I would put the armv in better con- 
dition for pureuit, and would at least, by the 
destruction of the Danville road, retard the con 
centration of the two armies of Lee and John* 
tton, and cause the enemy to abandon much 
material that he might otherwtee save. I there- 
fore determined not to delay the movement or- 
dered.” 

On tbe 29ih Grant instructed Sheridan to 
abandon the movement on the railroad, to r<t*h 
round on Lee’s left. Grant saying, “I rr: >1 
like ending this matter, if it te possible 
before going back. ” This move men, . ?!.■>* : . 
dan’s culminated in tbe battle of Five >•*•. s 
detailed description of which te given, .i ae 
breaking of the rebel lines in front of a -ers- 
burg. 

Of the battle at Five Forks, General Grant 
says: 

“General Sheridan displayed great general- 
ship. Instead of retreating with hte whole com- 
mand to tell tbe story of superior forces encoun- 
tered, deployed hte cavalry on foot, leaving onlv 
men enough monnted to take charge of the 
horses. By this means he delayed the enemv’a 
advance until onr own infantry got up, when he 
drove him back to Five Forks, assaulted, and 
carried his strongly fortified position, capturing 
nil hte artillery and between 5,000 and 6,000 
prteonei*. Generate Ord, Wright, and Parke, 
meanwhile, had made examinations in their 
front with a view to a general assault. The two 
latter reported favorably. A bombardment was 
accordingly commenced on the night of the 1st 
of April, and kept up until 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing of the 2d, when the assault was begun on 
the whole line.” 

At the same time operations were going on in 
front of Petersburg by Generals Wright and 
Ord, resulting in the capture of “two strong, 
inclosed works, the most salient south of Pe- 
tersburg;” and, on the sight of April 2d, the 
enemy evacuated Petersburg and Richmond, 
end retreated toward Danville. General Sheri- 
dan pushed on in pursuit in the morning. Waeu 
Lee’s army had reached Amelia Court-house. 
General Grant dispatched to 8herman. dated 
the 5th, directing him, if possible to do so, to 
push on from where he was. and “let us see if 
we cannot finish the job with Lee and John- 
ston’s armies.” “Rebel arenies.” he says, “are 
now the only strategic points to strike at.” 

THE END OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

The correspondence and the surrender of 
General Lee are next detailed, precisely a* has 
been already given to the world. Of Sher- 
man’s operations against Johnston, ha say.*: 

“On the receipt of my letter of the 5th, Gen. 
Sherman moved directly agaiost Joe Johnston, 
who retreated rapidly on and through Raleigh, 
which place Gereral Sherman occupied on the 
morning of the 13tb. The day preceding news 
of tbe surrender of Geueral Lee reached him at 
Smitbfield. 

“On the 14 th a correspondence was ooened 
between General Sherman and General John- 
ston, which resulted on the 18th in an agree- 
ment for the suspension of hostilities, aud a 
memorandum or baste for peace subject to the 
approval of the Pre-idem. This agreement was 
disapproved by the President on the 21st, which 
disapproval, together with your instruction*, 
woe communicated to General Sherman bv me 
in person on the morning of the 24 th, at Raleigh, 
N. C., in obedience to your orders. Notice wa* 
at once given by him to General Johnston for 
the termination of the truce that had been en- 
tered into. On the 25fh another meeting be- 
tween them was agreed upon, to take place on 
the 26th, which terminated in the surrender 
and disbandment of Johnston’s army upon sub- 
stantially the same terms as were given to Gen. 
Lee.’

Upon her and her peo 
pie must come mmberlees woes if, through the 
ignorance, the inprudence, the conceit, the want 
of f agaclty, or tin machinations of any number 
of her politician!, a struggle of races shall be 
precipitated npoi her soil. Such a consummation 
would be the mot diostrous aud awful that the 
imagination can tossibly conceive of. There te 
no necessity for t, and it can be avoided, pro- 
vided the problem be distinctly and early com- 
prehended, and t wise and masterly statesman- 
ship shall guidt tbe councils and sway the 
judgments of tfo Southern people. If the 
question be det fried and sneered at as un- 
worthy of notice, wee betide the unfortunate 
South! 

We utter the word of precaution, and we do 
it in the spirit of tbe ttuest friendship for the 
Southern people The old hatred of the South, 
the offspring of he old agitation, still lives In 
some minds, ont it has its representatives in 
the national cocncils and in some Northern 
presses.

The 8onth cannot despise it and cannot 
afford to defy it. The only way for hor to 
emasculate it is by a courae of frank and en- 
lightened dealing with the freed people. The 
way for her to strengthen aad moke it omnipo- 
tent ie a contrary cdurse. 

Let na Ulnferstr. Th«- Miastealppl Legislature 
the other day passed ah srct, and we believe it 
has become a law, prohibiting freedmen from 
leering or pn-chaaing lands in the State. With 
that act as a campaign document, the party of 
entire negro equality in the North could proba- 
bly carry a dozen States, na because the voters 
favor negTo equality, but to resent what they 
would consider an unjust act and a spirit un- 
friendly to freedom. 

We of course shall be told in reply that the 
people of the North have nothing to do with 
the Mississippi Legislature, or with thoeeof any 
other Southern State. But you can't prevent 
them from being influenced by the doings of 
such Legislatures. They will vote as they please, 
end under such tirnuli they will vote the 
txtreme ticket. 

We read a few days since in a Southern paper 
a bitter denunciation of the “Iankees,” which, 
ol course, will be republished by the extreme 
orgcLs in the North os specimens of Southarn 
feeliDgs toward the North and the Government, 
and read with gusto and pleasure by the sup- 
ports a of the radical leaders. 

Don’t the writers of 6nch articles in Southern 
papers know that the Yankees aforesaid are in 
Lhe majority ? Don't they know that they have 
more power, more influence, more money, more 
learning, and sharper pens than the writers and 
their sympathizers of 6uch strictures? Don’t 
tbe Southern haters of Yankees know that their 
curtee will be certain to come home to roost? 

Tbe next Presidential election will soon be 
upon us, ond another one willTollow by and 
bye. The weaker and vanquished party and 
section shonld recollect that an extreme-policy 
candidate might by some possibility be success- 
ful. Reliance upon a few secession sympa- 
thizers in the North will be utterly baseless. 
Such persons merely mislead tbe 8 >uth. and do 
therefore mle chief and only mischief. The best 
and only real friends of the South are they that 
tell her the truth and the whole truth, however 
unpalatable it may be. Violence of language 
in Southern papers only recoils upon the 
Sunthern people, and gives power to the worst 
• lass of enemies in the North and elsewhere, 
end any oppressive measures In reference to the 
fn edmen have the same effects. Again we dis- 
tinctly utter tbe words ol warning, and we point 
to late scenes in Jamaica as the terrible results 
ot teekieg to prolong a warfare of sectional 
pmelons. 

General Grant's RKRqpT.^geueral Grant's 
report is a masterly documewrrays the Albany 
Evening Journal, and will do much to enhance 
tbe fame of Us author. Without the least bom- 
bastic pretense or flouri^ji, and with no at- 
tempt at ornamentation, he relates in a concise 
and graphic manner all the events that followed 
hte assumption of the Lieu tenant- Generalship 
down to the close of the war with Lee's sur- 
render. 

An important feature of the report is its 
marked impartiality. Thus, he takes pain* to 
say that General Meade, because he was serv- 
ing In the presence of a superior officer, lust a 
great portion of that populaf credit which wa* 
bis due and which he wo«!d otherwise have 
enjoyed— as the movements/ of the Potomac 
Army were all made thrg£gh him, and he 
proved himself emphaticallyl the right man in 
the right place. To General Sheridan he 
awards the credit of preventing the designs of 
the rebels upon Washington and Baltimore, by 
movements up the Shenandoah Valley, and 
thus enabling the army in immediate contact 
with Lee to proceed in its work. General 
Sherman receives from him nothing bat praise 
for hte splendid strategy, the subject of his 
convention with Johnston is alluded to in a 
manner which shows a most careful desire to 
avoid wounding hte sensibilities, and to give 
him all credit for the grand result accomplished. 

At the same time, General Grant does not hesi- 
tate to bestow censure when he thinks ltdeeerved. 
He pronounces the movements of Sigel, in 
Western Virginia, entirely unsatisfactory; con- 
siders Hunter’s subsequent campaign, though no 
doubt prompted by tbe highest patriotism, and 
by a desire to obey orders, as revealing lack of 
judgment; declares that the freedom with which 
Price was allowed by Rosecrans to roam over 
Vi* sour i shows how a superier force may be so 
employed as to give no advantage, and criticises 
Thomas for bis eioirness in attacking Hood — a 
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der of Mobile, the expedition of Gen W.lspn, 
the capture of Jeff. DavU. and the su render of 
Dick Taylor and Kirby Smith are also referred 



CONCLUSION OF THK REPORT. 

The report concludes as follows: 

“There have been severe combats, raids, ex 
peditions, and movements to defeat the designs 
and purposes of the enemv, most of them re- 
flecting great credit on onr arms and which 
contributed greatly to our final triumph, that I 
have not mentioned. Many of these will be 
found clearly set forth in the reports herewith 
submitted; some In the telegram* and brief dis- 
patches announcing them, and others, I regret 
to rav, have not as yet been official!* reported 

“For information touching our Indian diffi- 
cnltiea, I would respectfully refer to the reports 
of the commanders of the departmene in which 
thev have occurred. 

“It has been my fortune to see the armies of 
both tbe West and the East fight battles, and, 
f om what I have seen, I know there is no dif 
ference in their fighting qualities Ail that it 
was possible for men to do in battle they have 
done. The Western armies commenced their 
battles in tbe Mississippi Valiev, and received 
tbe final surrender of the remnant of tbe prin- 
cipal armv opposed to them in North Ca-olina. 
The armies of tbe East commenced their bit- 
tiee on the river from which the Armv of the 
Potomac derived its name, and received the 
final surrender of their old antagonist at Appo- 
mattox Court house, Va. The splendid achieve 
ments of each have nationalized our victories, 
removed all sectional jealou-iee (of which we 
have unfortunatelv experienced too much), and 
the cause of crimination and recrimination that 
■night have followed bad either sec.ion failed 
in its duty. Ail have a proud record, and all 
sections can well congratu'ate themselves and 
each other for having done their full share in 
restoring the supremacy of law over every fo it 
of territory belonging to the United 8 'ate?. 
Let them hope for perpetual pc ice and har- 
mony with that eDemv, whose manhood how- 
eve mistaken the cause, drew f rth eu.h her- 
culean deeds of valor.” 

Hon. A. H Garland Against the Test 
Oath. — A motion has been tiled in the United 
States Supreme Court by the Hon. A. H Gar. 

1 nd, of Arkansas, to be permitted to practice 
in the court without taking the oath, as pre- 
scribed by acts of Congress of July 2, 1862 and 
January 24, 1865. The petitioner sets forth a 
pardon, in due form, granted by the President 
to him on tbe 15!h day of July, A. D. 1865 and 
contends: Fiist, that the act of Congress pre 
rcribiDg this oath te unconstitutional upon its 
face; rewind, that as far as it affects his status 
in this court, it te palpably io violation of the 
Constitution; third, that if it be not unconstitu- 
t oral, tbe pardon of tbe President restores him 
to hte rights as an attorney of this court, not! 
withstanding the oath; and fourth, that as the 
United States, through Congress, has col tested 
revenue of him for the privilege of being a 
1 twver, his right to practice in the courts of 
t'.e United States follows, at least, so far a* any 
chetacle thrown in the way by the oath are 
concerned. 

Mr Garland argues that the acts of Congress 
refen ed to are obnoxious to the objection; that 
the law i* retrospective in Its operation and 
• fleet. It stamps certain acts and deeds with a 
character totally different from that which they 
were when committed. an?l by new principles, 
introduced by its own terms, seeks to settle 
rights existing at tbe time of its passage. 

®iT Governor Pierpont, of Virginia, is out in 
in defense of hte conduct in defeating the rebel 
General Joe Johnston, when a candidate for the 
Presidency of the Danville railroad, and says it 
w&s not on account of ill-will to him, but be- 
( ause it is the best policy at present to have a 
man a?

•« l>el, and elected the rebel Gen, Wickham. He 
plead for the latter that, in the late war, he gave 
i imself to her defense wi.h valor; a recollec- 
tion that he te a gentleman of high social posi- 
tion and elevated character: and that he has 

hown great energy in all civil and military 
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D'Ubt restore tbe South to prosperity. Therefore, 
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ment of that object. There are few objects so 
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fault which was only atoned for, bat not re- 
moved, by hte subsequent success. 

But it te in reference to Ben. Putler, the hero 
of Fort Fisher fiasco, the General te most direct 
and outspoken. The quiet way in which this 
individual te put throughh a course of lam* 
poonlng is peculiarly refreshing. General 
Grant shows that Butler was incapable of obey- 
irg an older, or of comprehending a situation; 
that when he was directed to move upon Rich- 
mond directly, he satisfied himself with going 
to a point where be supposed he had Beaure- 
gaid in check, when the fact was Beauregard 
and Lee had him shut up, os if corked In a bot- 
tle; when an opportunity was given him to re- 
deem this blunder he thought he hod mode a 
great achievement in occupying a point which a 
regiment could hold against a division; that hit* 
enterprise at Fort Fisher was conducted in viola- 
tion of otdere, which did not contemplate his 
personal presence. The General can only ac- 
count for bis going down upon the theory that 
be was anxious to witness tae explosion of the 
powder-boat — which, after all, took place while 
he was at Beaufort; the rebels only learning of 
Us intended effect from the Northern papers 
Gen. Grant’s conclusion te, that Butler could 
have taken Fort Fteher precisely a’s Terry did, 
had he co-ope>ated with the navy. The orders 
issued to the two Generals were subitanti illy 
the same, and they had the same force There 
will bardlybe much opportunity for an etercise 
of Butler’s military qualities while Grant con- 
tinues to command the army. 

Occasonallv, throughout the report, there is 
a vein of quiet sarcasm that 1s peculiarly origi- 
nal. Thus, for instance, the General says that 
the Macon speech of Jeff Davis pat us in pos- 
session of information that decided certain 
movements previously in doubt — another proof 
of the old axiom, that “he te a wise man who 
knows when to hold hte tongue.” And speak- 
ing of the operations of Ilood after assuming 
command in Georgia, he concludes that they 
were aU Intended to ber our cause; declar- 
A^-thatJfbe bad or;, tiled both armies he 
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Tbe General pays l v Ugh compliment, to 
tbe Potomac army. Laving had tbe fortune to 
fight daring the war with men of the West and 
of tbe East, he asserts that there te no difference 
in their military qualities. Tbe same indomit- 
able resolution and unconquerable Tolor dis- 
tinguish both sections. The Potomac troops 
have illustrated their merits by achievements 
which would reflect honor upon the best dis- 
ciplined veterans in the world. 

It was the theory of General Grant that our 
true policy required a concentration of forces— 
a hammering away at particular objective 
points, which were of vital importance to the 
rebellion. Thus his report shows, that, from 
tbe moment he took command, the movements 
of cur armies tended toward a center — 8her* 
mar, Thomas, Sheridan, Schofield, all fighting 
in the direction of Richmond and for the van- 
quishing of Lee’s army, which wa3 the great 
aim constantly in view. The best argument in 
support of this theory te the fact that it has 
succeeded. General Graet mav answer those 
eir&teglits who differ with him as Napoleon re- 
plied to hte critics from the French Convention 
who followed him to Italy — “Behold, what I 
have done!” 

Gen. Grant’s report will be quoted hereafter 
as a rocdel narrative of military achievement. 
He telle the story of hte deeds ia a manner pe- 
culiarly his own, but with a force and vigor 
which leave the reader satisfied that hte suc- 
cesses were not the results of mere accidental 
or fortuitous circumstances, but the attainments 
of a man who proceeded from point to point 
with the clearest logic and the moet systematic 
philoscphy^ 

(ST We observe that the Lower House of the 
Legislature has voted down, by a majority of 
one, the act to increase the salaries of oar 
judges. This was a great mistake, and we do 
hope tbe pending tuoti .n to reconsider their 
action will succeed. It certainly needs no 
argument to prove the total inadequacy of the 
salaries now given these officers. It the matter 
could be left to tbe people “adequate” salaries 
would be paid. We cannot believe the Legte 
latere will hesitate to pass the bill reported by 
the committee. At any rate we earnestly urge 
them to do so. 

(fl'The Mississippi Legislature has very fool- 
ishly passed a law prohibiting freedmen from 
leasing or purchasing real estate, whereupon 
the Secretary of War, says the Jackson Clarion, 
has taken measures for the prelection of any 
freedmen who mav be arrested for a violation 
of it. The Clarion considers the law a viola- 
tion of the amended constitution, which mokes 
it obligatory upon the Legislature to protect 
the persons and property of the freed people.

A Kentucky Representative Refuses to 
takf. ms Seat Because the Election was 
Made Unfair by Military Interference — 
Tbe following address appeared in the Cincin- 
nati Commercial of Saturday: 

To the Citizens of Kenton County , Kentucky; 

It is due to tou, as well as to myself, that I 
shonld make known my reasons for declining 
to accept my supposed election to a seat ia the 
present State Legislature. They are these: 

On the day of the election bodies of arm e d 
soldiers were placed before and around each 
voting place in the county, and there remained 
throughout the entire dav. Early in the day, 
combers of citizens, while aporoaching the 
polls in an orderly and peaceable manner, for 
the purpose of tendering their votes, were ar- 
rested by the soldiers and marched away, under 
enard, to a prison, and there held in close con- 
finement, until the next day, when the* were 
discharged, without any charge being preferred 
against them. Xu some instances persons, on 
coming in eight of the poll*, we e met by a mil- 
itary officer, told that they would not be allow- 
ed to vote, and ordered to depart; an i, while 
obevh)g tbe order, and departing from the palls, 
rquads of soldiers were sent in pursuit, bv 
whom the* were arrested and marched through 
the streets to prison and confined, os stated 
above. 

At one of tbe voting places in the county two 
of the officers who had been legally app tinted 
by tbe county court to conduct the election 
were, while in tbe discharge of their duties, ar- 
rested by the soldiery and carried to prison, or 
put upon parole to report to a C ilonal ta the 
cltv of Covington on the next day. It does not 
appear that these persons were disturbing the 
peace, or doing or threatening to do anv illegal 
or unauthorized act, or that their arrest was 
ordered by the officer? conducting the election. 
Thev were not allowed to vote, or to approach 
ibepolis, or to be heard by the judges of the 
election as to their right to vote. Tae persons 
so arrested all belonged to one of the two po- 
litical parties whose candidates were before the 
people for their suffrages on that day; and the 
obvious purpoee of the military commander, 
who controlled the soldierv, was to overawe 
and intimidate men belonging to that party so 
that they would avoid the polls 
I cannot lend my sanction or approval to 
such a proceeding as I mu*t have done by ac- 
cepting this election. I hold that every citizen 
bus the right to go to the polls, and, if possessed 
of the qualifications prescribed by the law, to 
freelv vote for the candidate of hte choice. If 
hte right to do ao te called in question there te a 
tribunal which tbe law has placed at every 
ballot-box, whose duty it te to bear the parties 
and decide the right And no citizen can law- 
follv be refused hte vote, except by the judgment 
of this tribunal. It is for it, and not for a squad 
of soldiers with muskets in tbeir hands, to de- 
cide whether he may lawfnllv vote or not. 

These are my reasons for declining to accept 
this election. ' I do not know whether they are 
such os will meet your approbation or not; bat 
they meet tbe entire approval of mv own judg- 
ment, and by them I am contented to abide. I 
do not believe, however, that any considerable 
number of tbe party to which I belong desire 
or exoect that this interference with the elec- 
tion should take place. On the contrary, I 
knew that It waa to many of them, as it wa* to 
me. a scarce of Borrow and regret, and I am 
e&ttefied that the Union partv, as a party, can- 
not and will not uphold such a proceeding, 
whatever a few individuate may say or do. 

I was nominated by a convention of thoUnlon 
party, last summer, for a seat in the Legisla- 
ture. Never having yet, as I think, been le- 
gally elected to that place, I am stffl a candi- 
date for the place at the election which is to 
take place on the 23d, unless the partv who 
placed me in nomination shall determine to pit 
forward some other gentleman, in which event 
It will be my pleasure to submit to their choice 
and withdraw my name from the poll book

attempt to make it successful. Eight miles of 
dead bodies of rebel?; s thousand bodies hanged 
and banging! The mind revolts at the picture, 
and refuse? to believe that a sodden frenzy can i 
so barbarize a community. Tbe atrocioasnese 
cf the rising of tbe blacks we have had alreadt ; i 
now come the sickening details of the reaction. 

An eye- witness writes that “there is one con- 
tinual feene of hanging, day by day.” Tbe 
jailors declare that the dead" bodies are buried 
so thick they remind them of sardine?: and 
serions epidemics were feared from tbe effi tvia- 
taiiited atmosphere. To crown all, and aa if 
the Almighty would set hte seal of vndemaa- I 
ticn on tbe whole spectacle, the oscillation* of ' 
the earth for a time threatened tbe living popu- | 
lation with an indiscriminate engulfing. Hor- 
ror? on horror’s head! 

Our Southern States and our Northern State* 
too, shonld learn a profound practical lesson 
from these events. 

Jamaica te a small island comparatively. It 
contains only about six thousand and som* odd 
?quare miles, or about one sixth tbe size of 
Kentucky. What would be the horrors of a 
war cf races extending over an area so vast as 
our Southern States between eight or tea mil- 
liois ot whites and four millions of bltckr! ! 

1 here have been revolts of the blacks and mnlat- 
toee of Jamaica against tbe wbiiieemtLthe laws 
before. As long ago as 1760 there was a fott| 
midabie insurrection of the slaves which was 
suppressed and punished with g eat severitv. 
There was another outbreak in 1795. chieflv 
among the mulattoee or maroons os they were 
termed. These outbursts or insurrections were 
of course attributed to slavery and supplied ar- 
guments to Wilberforce and others in favor of 
emancipation, which took place in 1838 It is 
probable that some who took port in the late 
bloody scenes recollected those of 1796, and no |

the idea of revolt and murder lie redreee lor ; 
evils real or fancied, and a chronic habitude of I 
ttoaght had been to some extent established in 
their minds in reference to the subject. 

It te especially necessary that such a habit of ' 
thinking and feeling among the freed people ot i 
our Southern 8tate* should be pr e me ute l, for ft 1 1 
is much easier to prevent than to remedy evils [ 
of whatever nature. The negroes t e am n< 
u*, and most of them must and will remain 
among us during many years at least, and they ! 
must remain fiee. These are the two great 
facts which lie at the basis of any consideration 
of tbe subject. Now, it te for the interest of 
both of the races that there should be peace j 
and a good understanding between them. This 
seems to be eo evident as to make any argu- 
ment in support of it unnecessary. Peace and 
prosperity will promote the welfare of the 
whites and blacks, while bickerings and suilen- 
n< ss and outbreaks will cu»se both raced with 
innumerable, almost intolerable woes, moral 
and material, and if they once begin, when and 
where will they end? 

Harper's Weekly, which te extremely ultra on 
the subject of the freed people, in alluding to 
the late frightful proceedings In Jamaica, says 
that “the negroes of Jamaica have not only 
been petted, but they have been allowed politi- 
cal franchise. They have been made tbe dupes 
of fanatics and would-be revolutionists, who 
have persuaded them that their violent uprising 
woald reeult in their obtaining possession of 
the entire property of the island.” The upris- 
ing was not owing to slavery, for they were all 
free. It was not attributable to the want of 
tbe franchise, for they possessed it. Will those 
people who seem to think that the franchise 
bestowed upon negroes will be a panace i for 
all their wants tell ue how It happens that the 
franchise didn’t do anything for the freed peo- 
ple of Jamaica? They have been free twenty- 
seven j ears, just as free as their former mas- 
ters. Their freedom didn’t prevent them from 
concocting dark and bloody deeds or from car- 
rying them Into execution. Manifestly, the 
franchise te no security for order or Industry. 

It te not among white men; how should U be 
among negroee? 

But what did cause the sanguinary Insurrec- 
tion? Why has the period of twenty seven 
years of freedom % brought forth only such re- 
sults? We do not know all the causes 
that may have contributed to these results, 
but, as frequently happens in cases of 
con trovei sy, it will be found from the 
information which has percolated through 
various channels, that both tbe whites 
and the blacks have been at fault The old 
ptinciple of capital against labor came into op- 
eiation. The ex master tried to get as much 
work out of the freedmen os possible for the 
least money. The freed people were, no doubt, 
often swindled, “gouged” in ae many ways as 
the superior tact of the planters could suggest. 
That made the negroes discontented and sul- 
tn. They felt the pinchinga of poverty. They 
became idle to a great extent and lived by 
theft. This, in turn, of course irritated the 
whites, and mutual hatred was thus nursed till 
the demon In the blacks took complete posses- 
sion of their souls. Each side to the quarrel 
has been attempting to cheat anl injure the 
other. The negroes refused frequently to make 
contracts for labor or quit them before they ex- 
pired from distrust or dislike of their employ- 
er?; the plantations thus went to ruin, and 
the owners, instead of benefiting themselves 
by their shortsighted policy of scant payment, 
by tleir grinding policy toward the blacks, 
brought disaster upon both races. Each race 
banded together against the other. The ciurts 
were in the hands of the whites, and the blacks 
gi t but tardy jastice, sometime* downright out- 
rage, cut of them. To add to the disasters 
that prevailed, the planters, to be independ- 
ent of the lazy negroes, imported coolies 
ftom Chita ae laborers, who came in competi- 
tion with the blacks, and added fael to the fire. 
Tberegroea were taxed for the articles they 
wore, and this was another cause which deep- 
ened the hatred between the two races. In a 
word, the black became an outcast, idle, smit- 
ten with poverty, and vicious. He became 
wretched, and fit for any deed. Then that un- 
clean reptile, the demagogue, generally in 
Jamaica a mulatto, waa there. He inflamed 
the minds of the ignorant and poor toward the 
comparatively affluent whites. Instead of tell- 
ing them to go to work and work out their sal- 
vation, to trust to time and industry and law- 
ful means for the paiq>oae of ameliorating their 
condition, the demagogue placed upon all their 
b.-utal passions, and tanned them into con- 
suming tires. 

Let onr Southern people be warned. Jvstick 
is the first requisite to safety as well aa to pros- 
perity; and a policy that will encourage the 
freedmen to work, that will supply them with 
motives for it, that will raise them in the scale 
ol civilization, that will make them comfortable 
and fill them with self respect— a frank and 
liberal policy will be the very palladium of 
safety for both whites and blacks and will eecnre 
their general prosperity and happiness.

made lo establish a monarchy in Mexico con- 
trary to the wishes of the {leople and to sopjiort 
Maximilian in bis usurpation by European sol 
diets; and whereas, among other sets contrary 
to the spirit of the age and humanity, the so 
called Euipe'or of Mexico, by a decree dated 
6 pu infer 5,k 1865, practically reestablished 
sJaveiy in hir dominion, and, by a decree dated 
October 3d, 1865, has violated the nsage of civil 
law by ceLying to the Mexican Republican 
troops the rights of belligerents and ordering 
their execution wherever found within twenty- 
lonr hours after their capture; therefore be it 

Revolved by the Senate and H utu of Rytreten- 
tat tree of the United States, 1. That we contem- 
plate the prs ent condition of affairs in the 
Republic of Mexico with the must profound 
eolicilndes 

2. That the attempt to subjugate one of the 
Republican Governments of inis continent by 
a foreign power, and to establish on Its ruins a 
mcnai chy, sustained solely bv European bavo- 
aeis, it opposed to the declared policy of the

On motion of Mr. Howard, the President 
was requested to furnish the Senate with ail the 
correspondence in the possession of the Gov* 
eixment touching the occupation of Mexico by 
the French troops.

Mr. Ashle> also introduced a bill to develop 
and reclaim the public lands requiring irriga- 
tion in the Territories of Idaho.

to the Mexican people the free and unrestricted 
rights to cbooee their own form ot government, 
and of giving ttfecl to tbe unanimous determin- 
ation ot the people of this nation that no power 
shall impose a despotic government on any 
State orpeople of this continent. 

Mr. Van Horn moved the previous ques- 
tion 

Mr. Stevens said in voting for the proposi- 
tion: Shall we vote tor all the preamble affl mi? 
If it wet c a mere matter ot inquiry it would he 
an entirely different thing. He ruigested that 
it go over lor the present. The House refused 
to second the demand for the previous question. 

The Speaker said a resolution had been 
passed providing for the appointment f<*r a com- 
mittee of one trots each State to take action 
respecting tbe death of Mr. Lincoln. This was 
offered by Mr. Waehburne, of Illinois, the 
gentleman’s colleague. 

Mr. Wentworth subsequently offered a reso- 
lntion to Inquire into and report a bill for the 
relief of Mrs. Lincoln. 

The chair having been informed by Mr. 
Wentworth of bis desire that Mr Washburae 
shoo'd be placed on the committee, this obvi- 
ates tbe necessity of two committees.

Upon the subject of slavery Horne* Greeley 
to-day addreeeed the following letter to the 
editor of the National Intelligencer; 

In your Issue of this morning you have 
spoken of rav presence In Washington, and of 
my view of the political situation, which seem 
to require of me a few explanatory words. I 
hereby submit them. 

I desite and labor for peace, peace between 
cur oruntry and all other countries; peace be 
tween the North and South; peace between 
white and black. We have had enough of war 
and wa*te, havoc and carnage, for at least a 
centnrv hence, and I have long labored and I 
shall ever labor for true and lasting peace. I 
can conceive no possible good to any country, 
to any section, race, or elms that is likely to 
be secured or promoted by alienation between 
tbe President and the Congress of tbe United 
States. On tbe contrary, it seems to me that 
every peril that now threatens us. every evil 
that now weighs upon us, would be aggrava- 
ted, every good put at hazard, every hope 
clouded, if not blasted, by such an untoward 
collision. 

I have come here to do whatever I can, how- 
ever little that may be, toward avoiding such a 
catastrophe, but I am not, as your paragraph 
would eeem to imply that I am, the advocate 
of any special plan of reconstruction. I urge 
onlv that the President and Congress, each re- 
specting the other’s prerogatives and personal 
convictions, shall freely and truthfully confer, 
discon, and consider, with a profound defer- 
ence for each other’s patriotism, and an earnest 
desire to agree on a course of action which they 
shall mutually deem just aud beneficial. Let the 
great problem of reconstruction be approached 
from all sides in this spirit, and I feel sure that 
a benign solution will be speedily obtained 
over tbe difficulties that are aggravated by the 
f-.ct that our position is essentially noveL I 
can recall no parallel to it in human history; it 
in complicated by questions affecting the na 

1 feral rights of freed men and our moral obliga- 
tions to them, as our bumble allies in the late 
momentous straggle. That we may promptly 
re-establish the Southern States in all their 
criganal rights and liberties without sacrificing 
or hazarding those of any portion of the

So long as any portion of 
tbe $300,000,000 authorized remains unissued, 
there can be no scarcity of currency. There U 
no anticipation of a panic, yet that is a contin- 
gency which may bo realized any dav, and upon 
anv draw on tbe currency, as, for Instance, the 
faiinre of a few Chicago grain speculators ex- 
cites apprehension and increases the timidity of 
lenders. Nor is there any ground for anticipat- 
ing aDy relief from snch a ccnditl n, so long as 
tbe country is satisfied with an unstable cur- 
rency. Tbe assurances ol Government that we 
sball bare tbe earliest possible return to a sound 
basis only augments the stagnation of capital; 
tor tbe proposed measures for gaining that end 
rxeite more fears than they aliav. To day 
there is an ample supply of money at 7 per cent. 

This is somewhat remarkable considering 
that tbe treasury is still withdrawing large 
amounts of currency from escalation by selling 
gold, tnd that banks are remitting the currency 
West, and the circumstance can only be ac- 
c. anted lor apon the obvioas tact that while a 
large amount of bank Interest are now matur- 
ing there is very little distributing. At present 
prime bills arc at &J?7 i>er cent, very select 
names going at lower figures.

It 
was movtd to refer it to tfie select committee of 
fifteen on the Confederate States 

Mr Chandler, of N. Y , took Issue, denying 
that tbe black man is equal to the white man. 
Three remarks were suspended by expiration of 
tbe morning hour. 

Mr. Cowan did not believe the bill would ac- 
complish what its anthor desired, snd thought 
an amendment to the Constitution was the only 
way to reach the matter, and he believed 
snch an amendment would pass Congress 
within a month. 

Mr. Whson referred to certain cases passed in 
Southern 8t*tes since the abolition of slavery, 
which he said snbj* cted the freedmen to a worse 
bondage than elavery itself. The condition of 
tbe freedmen of tne South was woroo to-day 
than it was on the cay of Lee’ssurrender. 

Mr BhermaQ sympathized witn tne ODjectfl 
of the bill. He believed it to be the duty of 
Congress to secure ireedom to emancipated 
slaves, but he believed snch legislation ought 
to be postponed nntil a proclamation is is- 
sued announcing the adoption of the Cond- 
itional Amendment by tne requisite number 
of t totes Congress had pe power he said to 
moke a provision for the freedom of the blacks, 
and there wss another section of the OoasiUu- 
tion under which It could be done— that section 
which gives to tbe citizens of one State *11 the 
riJhro of the citizens ot tne several States.
